And Her Delegates Will Be for Some Man 
Who Oan Poll the Farmers’ Vote. 

Cincinnati, May 17.—(Special.)—Only 
six of the district delegates to the national 
democratic convention from Ohio have 
been elected, and four of the six are anti- 
Cleveland. 

The two who favor the ex-president are 
from the Cleveland district. é 

Most of the delegates will’ be elected by 
the delegates to the state convention from 
the various counties, which will meet in 
districts at the convention and announce 
their preferences. There are sure to be 
four anti-Cleveland men from Cincinnati, 
where the feeling against him among the 
workingmen is very bitter. The delegates 


‘at large will be divided—probably two af 


each. John. R. Mclean, of The En- 
quirer, can go if he desires, and he will de 
mand that another man of his views on the 
presidency shall be elected to serve with 
him. 

Only three more of the congressional dis- 
tricts will choose their delegates to Ohi- 
cago before the state convention—the sev- 
enth, thirteenth and seventeenth. As men- 
tioned in a previous dispatch, the farmérs 
of the state are showing a ‘surprising 
apathy in the contest, because they fear

land to win, and they will not support him,

MARYLAND AGAINST CLEVELAND. 


Senator Gorman Wil He the Choice of 
That State for the Presidency: 


Baltimore, Md., May 17 .—(Special.)—The 
Maryland democratic convention, which 
will meet here on the 7th of June fo select 
delegates to the Chicago convention, will 
bave for a controlling hand that of Senator 
Gorman.

There is some Cleveland strength along 
the eastern shore, but it will not amount 
to anything in the convention. Mr. Gor- 
man will be one of the delegates at large 
if he so desires. He has not yet signified 
whether he wants to go or not. He will, 
however, be at Chicago anyway, for he is 
the chairman of the national democratic 
executive committee. The chances are that 


‘he will be there in both that enphcity 


and leader of the Maryland delegation. His 
opposition to Cleveland is not personal.. He 
was out against that gentleman long before 
his Own name was ever mentioned in. con- 
nection with the nomination. That his op- 
position means a great deal; his record as 
a safe, careful and astute political leader 
foretell beyond cavil.

Des Moines, Ia., May 17.—(Special.)—“T 
will remain exactly where the vote of the 
state convention placed me,’ was the reply 
of Governor Boies to some Cleveland men, 
who sought his assent to a statement that he 
would be content with a complimentary 
vote. The friends of Governor Boies have 
been greatly angered by the persistent atti- 
tude of some Cleveland agents, who sought 
to throw discredit upon the convention's en 
dorsement of the governor. The lowa dele 
gation, it can be stated upon authority, will 
at no stage of the proceedings vote for 
Cleveland or Hill. They are satisfied that 
the best thing to do with New York is to 
keep at a distance from it. 


NORTH - GAROLINA IN DANGER. 


If the Farmers Are Offended, the Democ- 
racy Will Be Defeated. 


Raleigh,, N. C., May 17.—(Special)— 
That the electoral vote of North Carolina 
is in danger is evident to aby observing 
man here. 

The alliance conference, now in prog- 
reas, is proof of this. The alllancemen 
are opposed to Cleveland, and it is only 
by clever and liberal management that 
they can be kept in the party at all. They 
have been so exasperated by the goldbug 
organs, and the fear that the demo 
cratic party might become, with the re- 
publican party, the twin-tailpiece of Wall 
strect, that they are ready for most any- 
thing. 

The state convention will be anti-Cleve- 
land, unless the farmers leave it in a 
body.

FLORIDA WANTS A WINNING MAN,

Tallahassee, Fla., May 17.—(Special.)— 
The state convention, which will meet 
in Tampa on the Ist of June, will be wed- 
ded to democracy pure and. simple. 

The people of Florida are tired of this 
wrangling between New York aspirants. 
At the same time they feel the necessity 
of carrying New York. This, they feel, 
can best be done by going elsewhere for 
a candidate. There are strong friends of 
both Hill and Cleveland here, but they 
are more anxious for the election of a 
democratic president than for the success 
of either individual. 

The convention will send a delegation 
to Chicago to pick out a man who is free 
from the entanglement of present quar 
rels, and who can command the support 
of a united democracy. 


WILL BAYARD BE A CANDIDATEP 


A Strange Rumor Which Finds Its Way 
Out from Delaware. 


Dover, Del., May 17.—(Special.)—There 
is a strong probability that Hon. Thomas 
¥. Bayard’s name will be presented as 
a candidate for the presidency, 

When the state convention met today 
it was expected that the delegation would 
be instructed for Cleveland. When the 
platform was read, and found to-contain 
only a laudatory puff of Mr. Cleveland, 
with the instruction feature carefully 
omitted, there was surprise. When, later, 
attention was drawn to the fact that 
Mr. Bayard’s name headed the list of 
delegates, the whole affair began to look 
curious.

The state convention will not instruct, 
but will leave every delegate to his own 
judgment, selecting the strongest men 
politically in the state. The delegation 
will not vote solidly, but will be divided 
into two and possibly three factions. 
After the late split in the democratic 
party over state issues, two distinct and 
hostile parties were formed, each with 
its executive committee. It was intended 
to send two separate delegations to Chi- 
cago, but peace between the two factions 
has been restored to such an extent 
lately, that only one delegation will be 
sent to Chicago, composed of eight anti- 
lottery and eight McEnery delegates. The 
Farmers’ Alliance, which constitutes the 
- bulk of the anti-lottery faction, will claim 
and be given at least four of their dele 
gates. These will be anti-Cleveland, the 
alliance having declared against Mr. 
Cleveland at its meetings. Of the other 
twelve delegates, four will go one way, 
and eight another; but whatever way one 
goes, the other will be different, so that 
Cleveland at best, is not likely to get 
more than eight votes from Louisiana, 
and he will not get these unless he shows 
an overwhelming strength in the conven- 
tion. 


RUSSELL FOR CONGRESS. 


Another Candidate to Be Heard from in 
the Race. 


Bainbridge, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)— 
Owing to-his life-long fealty to the dem- 
ocratic party and his ability as a leader 
in the various campaigns that have created 
the -political history of Georgia and the 
second congressional district since the war, 
and his unswerving loyalty to the princi- 
ples of democracy under any and all cir- 
cumstances, there seems to be a general 
demand that Hon. Ben Russell, of Decatur, 
make the race for the congressional nom- 
ination.

VIRGINIA WILL. BE UNINSTRUCTED. 


And the Delegation Will Be Headed by 
Senator Daniel. 


Richmond, Va., May 17.—(Special.)— 
Practically all of the 1,657 delegates to the 
state convention have been elected, the re- 
turns are about all in, and Mr. Cleveland 
lacks a good deal of being master of the 
situation in Virginia. 

The strength of the opposition to him is 
becoming more apparent as the day draws 
near. 

A very careful calculation made tonight 
by a gentleman very well posted in politi- 
cal affairs in the state, makes the figures 
stand this way: Hill or uninstructed, 846, 
or nineteen more than enough to control; 
Cleveland, 679; unknown, 13%. 

This gives the anti-Cleveland people con- 
trol of the convention, and they will have 
five districts certain with good chances 
for the third and first. The Cleveland peo- 
ple claim that they will have nearly one 
hundred majority in the convention, but 
they are doomed to disappointment. 

There is talk tonight of a compromise be- 
ing effected, under which the. four dele 
gates at large shall be equally divided. be 
tween the two factions. Some of the lead- 
ers are aivocating this in the interest of 
harmony and to heal such differences as 
have naturally arisen in what has proved 
to be the most hotly contested fight of tlie 
kind ever waged in Virginia, 

About fifty delegates arrived on the late 
trains tonight. Among them Senator Dan- 
jel, Editor Carter Glass, of The Lynch- 
burg News, who is a strong advocate for 
an uninstructed delegation; Colonel O’Fer- 
rall and several other party lights. It is 
quite certain that Senator Daniel will head 
the Virginian delegation. The Cleveland 
managers have not hac him on the alate, 
but they are afraid to make war on him, 
and a day or two ago wrote him a letter 
offering to put him on their ticket if he 
would carry out their wishes. They were 
assuming that they would have the conven- 
tion, and hoped to make sure of victory by 
putting him on their slate. Some men 
elected in Cleveland meetings declare that 
they will desert him before they will vote 
against the senator. Both sides will have 
meetings tomorrow night. Virginia will 
gend an uninstructed delegation to Chicago,

A TRIPLE LYNCHING 


Takes Place Up in the Hills of Hab- 
ersham, 


AND THREE NBOROES ANOLE 


An the End of Long Heavy Trace |

LOCKED TIGHTLY ABOUT THEIR NECKS- 


The Sheriff Overpowered, the Jail Broken 
Open and Three Negroes Journey 
Toward “The Beautiful Shore.” 


Clarksville, -Ga,, May 17.—(Special.)— 
Padlocks and tracechains are rarely used in 
hanging. ; 

But this morning they played a leading 
part in a triple swinging a mile and a half 
from the Habersham county jail. : 

The three charms that hung from the 
three chains were Jim Redmond, Gus Rob- 
erson and Bob Addison, the three negroes 
who were arrested last week charged with 
the murder of Marshal Carter, of ‘Toccoa. 

Before the negroes were brought here 
from Toccoa there were many threats of 
lynching and at one time it looked ve 
much like the negroes would, never reac 
the jail to tax the people for b until the 
law could dispose of them. At first five 
negroes were arrested for the crime and 
had not one of them, Redmond, made a big 
talk there would have been five trace chains 
tested this morning instead of three. 

Redmond, in his declaration, denied hav- 
ing any hand in the murder, but admitted 
that he had seen the bloody deed committed 
by Roberson and Addison. 

That statement caused the release of the 
other two prisoners and on the evening it 
was made a mob was organized to lynch 
Redmond, Roberson and Addison. Sheriff 
Gastly, however, managed to sneak the 
three prisonérs out of town and to take 
them to the Clarksville jail. 

Redmond’s statement that he fiad seen 
his two fellow prisoners do the work-was 
believed. 

But his declaration that he had no hand 
in it was not believed. , 

For two or three days a systematic or- 
ganization of a mob had been going on, 
and yesterday Sheriff Gastly received in- 
formation that he would have a visit that 
night. The sheriff at once wired the gov- 
ernor, who ordered him to protect his pris- 
oners, and a guard was organized and 
placed around the jail. Believing that he 
would have a determined crowd to deal 
with, Sheriff Gastly removed the other 

risoners from the jail to the town cala- 

se. All night long a careful watch was 
kept up, and towards day the sheriff and 
his guards were growing easy. . 

They thought the crisis had passed. 

But just before dawn. a party, estimated 
all the way from one hundred to five hun- 
dred, came up and, surrounding the jail, de- 
manded the prisoners.

Addison eame next, but he denied all 
knowledge of the crime. Just before the 
horse moved he dropped off as through 
dead and fell full length of the chain. 

Roberson was put upon the horse and 
asked the same questions which had been 
propounded to the others. 

‘“‘All I know I'll die and go to hell know- 
ing,” he said, “before I'll tell.” _ 

The horse was touched and Roberson 
went down. His neck was broken while the 
other two died of strangulation. Redmond’s 
death was horrible. He could be heard 
breathing a hundred yards away. 

The bodies were left hanging side and side 
until 3 o’clock .this afternoon when the cor- 
oner took them down. The verdict was 
death from unknown hands.

Seizure of a Newspaper. 
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The Trial of Porter Stocks Ended in a 
Verdict Against Him 


WITHOUT ANY RECOMMENDATION. 


Judge Clark’s Charge tothe Jury—Scenes 
in the Courtroom—How the Verdict 
| Was Received. 


“Guilty!” 

That was the brief, but solemn, verdict 
of the jury yesterday. 

And Porter Stocks was legally declared 
the wurderer of Alpheus Cassin. 

The form of the verdict was: ‘We, the 
jury, find the defendant, Porter Stocks, 

ity.” 

The death-like silence that waited upon 
the announcement was immediately fol- 
lowed by a stir of excitement and the eyes 
of the crowd turned instantly upon the 
prisoner. 

A slight pallor overspread his coun- 
tenance, but otherwise he displayed no evi- 
dent emotion, and his demeanor was char- 
acterized by the same indifference that 
marked his demeanor throughout the trial. 

His father, however, who sat by his side, 
was visibly affected; and as the cruel im- 
port of the words dawned upon him in 
their full significance, and he realized that 
his son was convicted of the crime alleged 
aud without the merciful clause of recom- 
mendation, his fatherly head drooped and 
a mist of sorrow gathered into his eyes. 
He appeared to shrink from the gaze of the 
courtrocm and to covet the sympathy of 
solitude in some out-of-the-way place, where 
unobserved he might give vent to his feel- 
ings. 

The verdict, though entailing upon the 
prisoner the extreme penalty of the law, 
was not wholly unexpected, after the 
speech of Solicitor Hill on Monday night. 

No motion was made yesterday for a new 
trial, and unless the motion is made within 


the next few days, Stocks will suffer the.

The Judge's Charge. _ 


Yesterday morning at 9:15 o’clock Judge 
Clark commenced his charge to the jury. 
It occupied three-quarters of an hour in its 
delivery, and was a clear and explicit state- 
ment of the law. He defined murder,mal- 
ice of both kinds, manslaughter and justi- 
fiable homicide. He also read and ex- 
plained fully the law pertaining to the 
prisoner’s statement, the dying declaration 
of the victim and the legal meaning of a 
“reasonable doubt.”” He further charged as 
to the testimony of Ed Holland and stated 
to the jury that if they believed him a 
participater in the crime; the fact should 

0 to his discredit, and they could reject 

S testimony entirely if they saw proper. 
Then charging as to the form of their 
verdict, he delivered the case into their 
hands, and the jury at 10 o’clock filed into 
its room. :

After the retirement of the jury, Solicitor 

ll approached the judge-and stated that 
he was too unwell to remain longer in the 
courtroom and that his associate, Colonel 
Bray, would remain in his stead until the 
verdict was announced. The solicitor then 
went to his home for treatment and re- 
cuperation. \His illness was brought on by 
his zeal in prosecuting the case, and a short 
rest will no doubt restore him perfectly. 

On account of the solicitor’s illness, J udge 
Clark announced that the criminal cases re- 
maining on the docket would be deferred 
until June 20th, when the work 
of the court would be resumed. 
The jurors summoned for the 
week were then dismissed with the under- 
standing that they were to report for duty 
at the time indicated. 

The Jury Send for a Pen and Ink. 

The jury at 11:20 o’clock rapped on the 
door opening into the courtroom, and asked 
for a pen and ink with which to write out 
the verdict. Ten minutes later there came 
another tapping and the bailiff, opening the 
door, announced to the court that the jury 
was ready to come out. 

‘Let the jury remain in the room until 
Colonel Glenn arrives,” replied the judge. 
‘I promised Colonel Glenn that I would 
have him telephoned when the jury was 
ready.”’ 

“Colonel Glenn will not be here, your 
honor, and he has requested me to represent 
him, spoke out Colonel Reub Arnold. 

‘Then bring the jury out, Mr. Bailiff.’

BAKING POWDER 


In the New York Legislature, 

The following, taken from The Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter, refers to a new bill 
just introduced in the legislature of New 
York state: 


The latest development in the baking powder 
war, is the introduction of a bill in the legis- 
lature of this state, requiring all packages of 
baking powder which contain ammonia, to be 
branded with a statement of that fact in large 
type on the label. 

Now while the ammonia contention is on, 
why cannot the law give the public the bene- 
fit of the doubt? Wholly unprejudiced people 
are certainly not willing to be dosed with the 
substance acknowled as a poison, simply 
because scientists, some of whom are not even 
physiologists, disagree as to its potency. 


A similar bill was introduced last April, 
but it is shrewdly surmised that the influ- 
ence of interested parties prevented its 
passage. The provisions of the present 
bill are so just that it will probably soon 
become a law. 

This will be welcome news to the manu- 
facturers of pure Cream of Tartar baking 
powders, the most prominent of whom is 
the Price Baking Powder Company, of 
Chicago and St..

This is correct, with the exception of 
one word, and that word, “not,” was not 
used by Dr. Broadus. The sentence as I 
wrote it in the report was this: 

“I thank God that from Rome, when the 
corruption of Catholicism was beginning, 
there was enough Christianity to send mis- 
sionaries to England to preach the gospel 
to my heathen ancestors.” 

I don’t know that this will make the sen- 
tence appear very different from Dr.

The Duty of Georgia Democrats. 
There was a significant paragraph in 
the dispatch which we printed yesterday 


from Des Moines, Ia.. It gives the cue for. 
southern action at Chicago, and the spirit: 


of it is in accord with the attitude of 
the most prominent democratic leaders 


at the south. The paragraph to which we : 


refer is as follows: 

“The action of the South Carolina pri- 
maries, showing that Cleveland failed to 
carry that state, has created considerable 
excitement here, and is accepted as indic- 
ative that Georgia and other powerful 
southern states will pursue the same pro- 
gramme, and thus be in a position to 
dictate the nomination at Chicago.” 

The significance of this lies in the recog- 
nition of the fact that the whirligig of 
time has at last placed the south In a 
position to make its voice heard and its 
influence powerfully felt in the councils 
of the national democracy. The south 
has neither the intention nor the desire 
to dictate the nomination at Chicago, but 
her representatives will be true to neither 
the traditions of this section, nor to the 
the necessities of the present hour if they 
fail to take advantage of so favorable 
an occasion to restore to the south some- 
thing of its old-time prestige and influ- 
ene. 

For years the representatives of the 
south have been compelled to sit on the 
back seats of the party conventions with 
their fingers in their mouths, and see the 
chances of the democracy thrown away 
in deference to the whims of democratic 
delegates from the republican states. 
Thay have felt that it would bamper the 
party for them to take an active part in 
the deliberations of the conventions, or 
to assume a position which would enable 
them to act as arbiters in naming candi- 
dates or in outlining party programmes. 

‘here is no longer any reason why such 
a feeling should exist. Indeed, at this 
juucture, every suggestion of duty, as 
well as of propriety, urges the south to 
set its face at Chicago against every 
movement which is not in the interest 
of democratic success, The southern states 
have an opportunity to regain in a great 
measure, not only their old-time influence, 
but to do the pariy a most important 
service. In this matter, Georgia, as the 
leading southern state, should take a firm 


and an unyielding position, and should 


insist on a programme which recognizes, 
first, the welfare. of the party and after- 
wards the so-called claims of candidates. 

Those who insist that any candidate 
has claims on the party superior to the 
welfare of the party itself do not deserve 
to be listened to with patience, much less 
with consideration. Men are of an hour— 
their days are brief and fleeting; they 
are feeble, faltering, changeuble, The 
democratic party came in with the repub- 
lic, and its mission will not be closed 
until the republic itself, surrendering to 
the “claims” of some man, ceases to 
exist. At the present moment the claims 
of no candidate are worthy of a moment's 
cousideration except in so far as they 
represent the necessity of democratic suc- 
cess, yet the convention will be urged to 
place the state of Georgia in the proces- 
sion that proposes to carry the democracy 
to defeat and disaster. 

With the most available man whose 
name can be mentioned at this moment 
the result is not by any means certain. 
A few months ago, democratic success 
geemed inevitable—it' seemed to grow 
naturally out of a more than hopeful con- 
dition of affairs; but the situation has 
been gteatly changed, The vicious and 
unnecessary controversy over candidates 
—the bitter and scandalous attacks on 
democrats by democrats—the unseemly 
attack on the party organization in New 
York by an irresponsible element profess- 
ing to represept Mr. Cleveland—all these 
things have gone far to change the situ- 
ation and to cloud it. But one thing is 
certain at this time, and that ia that the 
‘democratic party ig not to have a walk- 
over. The demands of twenty-five states 
have been ignored by the failure of the 
democratic house to pass a free coinage 
bill. What effect this will haye in the

BRIEFS ABOUT BOOKS. 


‘“BKlements of Geology,” by Joseph Le Cente’ 


Geology is the physical history of the earth 
and its inhabitants as recorded in its struc- 
ture. It is sharply defined from the ordinary 
history of the world, which deals only with 
its peoples, its kingdoms and its civilisations, 
These find ardent students amongst all classes, 
but geology ean hardly be considered popular 
even with those of liberal culture. This has 
always been a matter of surprise to me, and 
my conclusion was that, whilst the subject 
has often been handled by men of learning 
and ability, it has never been illuminated by- 
the diction of a Plutarch, the eloquence of a 
Rollin, nor the versatility of a Macaylay. 

This conclusion is greatly strengthened: by 
the popular appreciation of the writings of 
Hugh Miller, whose magic words could inyest 
the “old red sandstone’ with all the charm 
which attend the scintillations of the diamond; 
and long after his tragie death has been: for- 
gotten, his living words will continue to point 
the skeptie to the very rocks, there to find the 
footprints of a wise and just Creator. 

The work of Professor Le Conte is designed 
to be neither too elementary on the one hand 
ner adapted ag a manual for the professional 
geologist on the other. He has rather desired 
to make a work which shall be both ° inter- 
esting and profitable to the intelligent general 
reader, and at the same time a suitable text- 
book for the higher classes at our colleges. 

In my humble judgment he has succeeded 
niost admirably in all he undertook to accom. 
plish within its pages. 

Beginning with a rison of geology 
with organic science, he studies gstructyral, 
dynamical and historical* geology in the way 


that organisms are studied through anatomy/ 


physiology and embryology. He classes the 
agencies now in operation, modifying the 
structure of the surface of the earth, as being 
atmospheric, aqueous, igneous and organic; 
and calls attention to tue fact that most geol- 
ogista agree that the nature of these agencies 
has remained the same from the beginning, 
but that some believe their energy has been 
much the same throughout the whole history 
of the earth, while others believe that many 
facts in the structure of the earth require 
mych greater operative energy than now ex- 
ists. He then shows that neither of these 
extreme opinions is probably true, but that

The ballroom of the Kimball was fairly 
crowded when the caucus. df men favoring 
an unipestructed delegation was called to 
order. 

There was great enthusiasm for party 
success; democracy was the word on every 
lip.

“THE ENGINBERS. 


Their Work Yesterday Was of @ Se- 
cret Nature. 


OF BUSINESS 
An Blegant Reception Tendered to 


the Visitors—A Short Ses- 
sion Today. 


AHEAD. 


The brotherhood convention Was €n- 
gaged all day on secret work and there was 
nothing last night to give out for publica- 
tion. 

Today the brotherhood will hold a short 
morning session and will adjourn for the 
state democratic convention to oceupy. the 
chamber of the house of representatives. 

Judging from the amount of work ahead, 
the brotherhood cannot possibly get 
through before the latter part of next week 
and may have to run over until the first 
week in June. 

A few of the delegates have been ill for 
two or three days but none seriously: 

The baseball is an attraction which some 
members manage to enjoy. 

The convention would not take a hand in 
the contest for the New York railroad 
commissionership. Messrs. Rickard, 
Lynn and Milan, all brotherhood men, are 
candidates. Rickard was appointed by 
Governor Hill and is popular. Each of the 
other brotherhood candidates has a follow- 
ing and the contest is mixed up. Governor: 
Flower has said that he will appoint the 
man the brotherhood agrees on. The na- 
tional convention will have nothing to do 
with a political fight and leaves the en- 
dorsement of a man in New York to the 
en; zineers of that state. 

The brotherhood has members on the 
rnilroad commissions of several states. 
Ben Butler was the first governor to ap- 
point an engineer as a state railroad com- 
missioner and he took a brotherhood man. 
Governor Hill appointed an engineer. Gen- 
eral Alger when a candidate for governor 
promised the brotherhood to appoint an en- 
gineer, Mr. Harry Hayes, the present sec- 
retary of the International Brotherhood. 
The engineers rallied to Alger that cam- 
paign and turned defeat into a victory for 
him. He admitted that the brotherhood 
had elected him but he forgot his promise. 
Michigan, however, has a_ brotherhood 
man now on the railroad commission. In 
Ohio there was a contest between the 
brotherhood and the Order of Railway 
Conductors for a representative on the 
commission. The brothehood filed to 
unite on one man and a conductor was 
appointed. 

The engineers maintain that it is necessa- 
ry a practical railroad man shoulil be on the 
state commissons. There are thousands of 
questions in which a practical knowledge 
of railroads and trains is essential to un- 
derstanding them. The safety of property 
and lives devolves so largely upon engin- 
eers that they hold no other single depart- 
ment is so much interested in the policy 
of railway commissions as theirs is. 

Engineers onthe Alert. 

Nothing makes an engineer so watchful 
as to once kill a man, they say. 

David Neilson, an engineer on the Grand 
Trunk railway, is a veteran. He comes 
from St. Thomas, Ont. He is one of Can- 
ada’s best known engineers. Mr. Neilson 
has had many thrilling experiences. Four- 
teen years ago he had a tragic experience 
which he says he will never forget. 

One winter day, as he approached a 
crossing, he saw @ couple driving in a 
sleigh up to the crossiug. A house hid the 
crossing from his sight until he was nearly 
on it. The,couple in the sleigh were 
heavily muffled about the head. They 
were two old folks. The husband was 
eighty years old and deaf. He was driv- 
ing diagonally across the track. Engineer 
Neilson blew his whistle, but it was not 
heard. The next instant the locomotive 
struck the horse and sleigh. The horse 
was thrown: ahead on the track and the 
sleigh and its occupants were thrown up in 
the air. The farmer was thrown forty 
feet up in the air and was dead when 
he struck the ground. His wife was fatal- 
ly injured. Ever after that, Mr. Neilson 
says he was glad to get by that crossing. 

Three weeks ago he saved the lives of 
a hook and ladder crew. The frremen were 
responding to a call and never saw the ap- 
proaching train or heard the signal of- warn- 
ing until they were up to the track. Mr. 
Neilson saw that they would be struck if 
they attempted to cross and he applied the 
air brakes. At the critical moment the 
fireman discovered the train and turned up 
the track. The train struck the wagon 
lightly and came to a stop almost instantly. 

Working in a Tunnel. 

J. L. Dingwall, of Fort Gratiot, Mich., 
is another engineer on the Grand Trunk. 
tie runs one of the engines which pulls 
the trains through the* tunnel under the 
Ste Clair river. There is no other, tunnel 
like thts one in America. It is an immense 
iron tube,wnearly a mile long, from fifteen 
to thirty feet under the bottom of the 
river. This tunnel is ventilated by fresh 
air forced in from either end. The largest 
locomotives used in America are engaged 
at the tunnel hauling trains through. That 
is all these, engines do. They weigh 100 
tons apiece and haul eighteen loaded freight 
cars through at a trip. The grade in the 
tunnel is steep, and it is all that an ordi- 
nary engine can do to get through by itself. 

An engineer from the west says that 
there is a branch on his system which is 
so crooked and rough that the locomotives 
scrape every telegraph pole in making a 
trip over the line. 


Haliistorm in Sweet Water Valley. 


Villa Rica, Ga.,* May 17.--(Special.)—-A 
disastrous hailstorm passed just north of 
here yesterday evening. The cotton and 
corn are literally chopped to pieces. The 
trees in many places are stripped of their 
leaves. The storm seemed to ollow Sweet 
Water creek, and went in the direction of 
Powder Springs. Some farmers report this 
morning that they have not a stalk of cot- 
ton. or corn left.

It is said that traffic arrangements of 
a most satisfactory nature can be made 
with the Georgia, Carolina and Northern, 
and that under the new management the 
road will be more than ever beneficial to 
Macon and Athens—the two terminal 
points. . 

The following sketch of Colonel Harris 
is printed in The Telegraph: 

“Nathaniel E. Harris was born on Jan- 
uary 21, 1840, in Jonesboro. He grad- 
uated at the university of Georgia in 
1870 and entered the practice of law in 
Hancock in 1872. In 1873 he moved to 
Macon and began practicing law, and 
almost from the beginning has been one 
of the most prominent members of the 
Macon bar. Off and on from 1873 to 1885 
he held the position of city attorney 
for Macon. In 1882 he entered politics for 
a brief season and was elected to the 
legislature from Bibb for two successive 
terms. 

“Mr. Harris’s 
commenced in 
was appointed by Colonel Mach- 
en state counsel for the Coving- 
ton and Macon railroad, then projected 
and begun. He served in that position 
until the road was leased to the Richmond 
and Danville and Central railroads in 
1890. 

“During that time Mr. Harris did some 
of the hardest legal work = ever 
done by any railroad counsel 
in the United States. From 
the commencement of the work on 
the Covington and Macon road, lawsuits 
began and continued until after it was 
successfully completed. The road had in 
all 388 lawsuits, all of which were met 
by the indomitable Colonel Machen and 
his able attorney, Mr. Harris, and a short 
while after the road was completed it 
stood square with the world. 

“Mr. Harris knows everything connect- 
ed with the road, from the time the first 
crosstie was laid to the present. Beyond 
question, no better man could be found 
for the place.”
